2908 to 2982) were added to the Museum collection which consisted 
of^some exceptionally good aud remarkable speoimens of Mathura Art. 

5. Numismatic Section —Ninty-eight coins representing Punch 
Marked, Mauryan, Janapada, ^pdo-Greek and Kushana types, were 
secured for the museum from diSerent sources. Of these two are 
alloyed gold, twelve silver, and the rest copper coins. 

P. Arrangement —The antiquities acquired daring the year have 
all Seen mounted on artistic wooden pedestals and those considered 
interesiing from the ioonographic point of view have besn brought to 
the fcxbibilioii gallery after being provided with proper l.ilrels both in

1. Mai^aging Committee —During the year under report there 
^^as no change in the personnel of the Committee. Capt. R, Johnston^ 
I.C.8., held the oflBce of the Chairman, from April 1, 1942 to Sep¬ 
tember 17, 1942, and Mr. F. A, Utting for the rest of the year. Mr. 
M.M. Nagar worked as Curator and Secretary for the whole of the 
year except from 11th to 31st December, 1942, when he was away on 
privilege leave. 

Only one noeeting of the Committee was held to pass the Annual 
Report and budget estimates of the Museum. 

2. '(A) The sanctioned Government grant for the year 
uhich amounted to R8.7,122 was spent in full under various heads,

3. Acquisitions —(A) Archaeology —During the year under review 
90 new antiquities (vide Museum Register nos. 2983 to 3073) were 
acquired and added to the Museum. They consist many important and 
unique pieces. 

A set of 43 antiquities was presented by Pandit Oovind Oharan 
Curio-Dealer and JJuseum Agent, which comprises many remarkable 
specimens. 

(B) Namismotics—In all 54 coins beloning to Maurya, Indo- 
Greek, Kushana, Naga and Rajput dynasties were purchased for the 
Museum Coin Cabinet. Of them one is gold, five billion and the 
rest copper coins. The gold coin belongs to the Eushana Emperor 
Vasudeva while tbs billion coins comprise some good specimens of 
Adivaraha Bhoja and the Rajput king Anangapala. 

4. Arrangement —Of the antiquities acquired daring the year 
the important ones were mounted on artistic wooden pedestals and 
brought to the exhibition galleries after being-provided with proper 
labels in English and Hindastaoi. In all 40 new mounts Were prepared 
and 88 fresh labels were written both for stones and teiracottas. 

The antiquilrjes displayed in the two wall cases in the Hall were 
re-arranged more systematically. A new wall case was also installed 
in the gallery to display twenty-four important pieces of post Gupta 
art selected frem the Museum g<^owD. 

* 5. Cleaning and Preservation —Ninty new antiquities were 

cleaned and chemically treated in the Museum Laboratory, Besides 
four sculptures ^nud six terracottas were subjected to paper pulp 
treatotenl^ and about 200 coins were treated cbemioally.

4. Acquisitions —CA) Archaeology—During «he year 97 new 
nntiquitiM consisting of many important and valuable objects Cvide- 
Museum Register nos. 3118 to 3214) were added to the esistine col¬ 
lection. A set of 6 ifeliquities was acquired from Knanwali Oali in the 
heart of the city while laying out thq water-pipe line by the Munici- 
pal Board A grcup of 42 sculptures since long in tbe possession 
of a local Chaubey was also purchased out of the donation of Professor 
Dubncul of Fcndichery. Towards the close of the year a set- of 6 anti- 
qnuies discovered at Uori Bazar, near Nabi Sahib Mosque, was added 
to the Museum. These pieces were obtained duiing the sewer line 
digging operations there by the local Municipal Board

cabinet. Of them. 9 were purchased and 5 came as presents.

5. Arrangement —D\iting the year 45 antiquities were mounted 
on artistic wooJeu pedastels and provided with suitable labels. Fifty- 
four new labels were written and 38 old ones were renewed. 

Gandhara and Nalanda sculptures were re-arranged in a wall show 
case. The selected pieces of inscribed bricks from Mora and Ganesra 
sites and pottery from different localities were exhibited in a separate 
table case for the first time. 

6. Cleaning and Preservation^AW the new antiquities were 
cleaned in the Laboratory. Four sculptures were subj«>cted to 
paper-pulp treatment. 

T. Pesearch and Educational Activities —Being his first year 
the Curator, Mr. Bajpai remained busy in studying and making 
himself well acquainted with the vast collection of'antiquities in the 
Ulusrnm. He contributed about 10 articles in the leading journals 
and periodicals, and delivered a talk on Mathura Art under the aus- 
picies of the Braj Sabitya Mandals, Mathura. During the year photos 
of famous Mathura antiquities w^ere supplied to the scholars and 
institutions as usual In the last week of January an exhibition of 
historical objects was organised by the local Champa Agarwala 0)llegc. 
The Museum took leading part in the Exhibition and in a corner 
some important musenm articles were exhibited, which were highly 
appreciated by the teachers, students, and the outside visitors. 

8. Library —Besides the scientific Bulletins, Journals and Perio¬ 
dicals, 29 new books dealing with Indian Art, History and Archaeo¬ 
logy were added to the Library. 

9. Musexhm Building and Gardsns—The building, gardens and 
lawns were ’maintained in a neat and tidy oouditiou. xVs specially 
suggested by Mr. M. S. Randhawa, i.C.s. some Kadamba (Anthoce- 
phvdus Indicus) plants were planted in the Museum compound and 
three red Asoka {Sa^aca Indica) plants were ordered from the 
Empress Botanical Gardens, Poona. 

10. Fisiiors—During the year Museum was visited a large 
number of visitors from India and abroad, as usual. 

This year British Dtdegatiou consisting of Sir .Richard Winstead, 
Vice-Chairman, Royal Asiatic Society, Dr. K. fie. B. Codrington, 
London University, and Mr. Basil Gray of British Museum, came 
on behalf of the Royal Academy, London, to make the final selection 
of antiquities from this Museum for ibe proposed Exhibition of Indian 
Art to be organised by the Royal Academy in the winter of 1947- 
48. They selected 15 sculptures and 4 toirncoltas for the Exhibition. 

11. Cenerai^During the year the Curator was on tour for 10 
days. He . visited the several sites iu the district and acquired 24 
pieces in all for the Museum. In the course of his deputation to 
Nagpur and Patna ho visited the famous Museum at Sauchi, Nagpur, 
Patna and Nalanda and the historical sites of Beanagar, Ddaigiri, 
Saiiohi, Gaya, Bodh-Oayn and Rajgir. 

The curator prepared a comprehensive scheme for reorganisation 
of the Curzon Museum of Archaeology, Mathura, and submitted the 
same for consideraliou of the Museum Re-organieatiun Committee 
recently appointed by the U. P. Government. It is gratifying to 
note that the Sub-Conimittoe constituted by the above Committee 
has been kind enough to accept this scheme^with slight modifications.
